The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although the prior art by Guenzi et al. (2001, cited in the IDS filed 06/03/2005) teaches 
the detection of guanylate binding protein-1 (GBP-1 ) on the surface of cells by 
immunocytochemistry, the priori art does not teach the detection of GBP-1 in the supernatant of 
cells or tissue. GBP-1 is membrane protein that is not known to be secreted by cells and 
present in supernatant.
